Illustrating the worldwide 
tendency towards mammoth ex- 
penditure on armaments is. the 
fact, -reported a few days 
ago, that Japan will during: 
the next five years lay’ out 
no less a sum than cleven 
thousand million yen-  un- 
der this heading. Figures such 
as these almost baffle compre- 
hension, but the situation can 
be made vividly clear by stating 
that the seven leading nations 
of the world are to-day spending 
on . armaments at the rate of 
£5,000 per minute! Statistics 
compiled by the Lengue of Na- 
tions, bear eloquent witness ‘to 
the fact that during last year the 
world’s armament_bill was .the 


greatest ever recorded in times 
of peace. It was well over 
twice the total of 1931-32, which 
was reckoned to be : £1,000 
millions. 
1936—they can only be estim- 
ates, owing to the fact that 
several States, such as Germany 
Italy, publish no full of- 
ficial figures at all—vary from 
£8,200 millions by twenty-two 
States, to £2,916 millions for 
the whole world, and to 
£2,285 millions by the -seyen 
chief Powers. - These _ last- 
named figures are approxi- 
mations, but, if they are accepted 
as fairly correct, these seven 
Powers during the first three 
months of the-current year have 
increased their outgoings by no 
less than fifteen per cent. Un- 
happily, we-live in times when, 
although the non-productive na- 
ture of armaments expenditure 
is generally acknowledged, no 
nation dares to cut down on St. 
There is tho further point that 
a ‘not inconsiderable’ part of the 
world’s ‘industrial. recovery: is 
due. to the money being’ spent 
on — armaments. ‘ Admittedly, 
armaments expenditure can. be 
regarded’. as a form ‘of. public
